Gentlemen, 


Tlie  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  1,917  acres.  The 
census  population  in  1921  and  1931  was  3,390  and  4,248,  In  1940, 
the  estimated  resident  population  was  3,879,  In  1927  there  were  936 
houses*  in  1933,  969  houses,  in  1938  1020  houses  and  in  1940, 

1024  houses.  The  rateable  value  is  £13,003,  and  the  sum  represented 
by  a penny  rate  is  £49#  There  are  no  factories  in  the  district, 

BIRTHS, 

The  number  of  live  births  vjas  70  (31  males  and  39  females). 

Of  this  total  there  were  3 illegitimate,  1 male  and  2 females.  This 
represents  a birth  rate  of  17,5  per  1,000  persons  living.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  14,6, 

There  were  3 still-births  in  the  Area  during  1940,  all  girls 
and  legitimate}  a rate  of  42,8  per  1,000  total  births, 

DEATHS, 

There  wore  45  deaths(20  males  and  25  females),  a death  rate 
of  11,6  per  1,000  civilian  population*  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
vjas  14,3,  Some  of  the  causes  of  death  wore  Heart  Disease  9,  Cancer  6, 
Bronchitis  5,  Pneumonia,!,  There  were  no  deaths  from  Puerperal  Sepsis, 

INFANT DEATHS, 

There  were  4 deaths,  all  legitimate,  amongst  infants  under 
one  year.  This  representa  an  infantile  death  rate  per  1,000  live 
births  of  57,  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  55, 

Thrwo  of  the  deaths  were  duo  ta  Oongenital  debility,  and 
one  premature  birth..

HOSPITALS, 

We  have  no  Hospital  or  Institution  for  sickness  in  the  Township. 
Fever  and  Dijitheria  cases  are  sent  Kendray  Hospital  in  Barnsley,  whilst 
any  small  pox  cases  go  to  Lund  Wood  Hospital  in  Barnsley.  Other  cases 
are  taken  to  the  Barnsley  Beckett  Hospital,  and  to  the  St,  Helens 
Hospital,  Bitrnsley, 

Infectious  cases  are  removed  in  the  Barnsley  Ambulance,  Non- 
inf  ectious  and  accident  cases  are  removed  by  private  arrangement, 

NURSING  AND  QLINIGS, 

Our  District  Nurse,  supported  entirely  by  voluntary 
subscriptions,  does  general  nursing,  but  does  not  attend  infectious 
cases,  for  which  no  provision  is  made. 

The  County  Council  provides  a Nurse,  who  visits  all  the  Schools 
in  the  District,  and  attends  the  Clinic  and  Babies  Vifelfare,  assisted  by 
voluntary  workers.  The  Child  Welfare  and  School  Clinic  are  held  at 
the  Mechanics  institute,  Dodworth* 

We  have  no  Tuberculosis  or  Venereal  Clinics  in  Dodworth, 

The  nearest  are  in  Church  street  and  (^ueen^s  Road,  Barnsley, 

There  is  one  Certificated  Midwife  employed  by  the  ?/est  Riding 
County  Council  resident  at  32,  South  Road,  Dodworth,  (Telephone  - 
Barnsley  5896) •

were  none  in  1940# 
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SEWAGE  DISPOAL  WORKS, 


The  seiago  Dispoal  Works  are  constructed  to  provide  for  a 
population  of  5,500.  No  adverse  reports  on  the  effluent  have  been 
made  since  the  works  were  re-constructed  in  1917,

One  Council  House  was  found  to  be  infested,  and  was  cleansed, 

SCHOOLS, 

The  sanitary  conditions  and  v/ater  supply  are  satisfactory, 

WATER  SUPPLY, 

The  supply  throughout  the  year  from  the  County  Borough  of 
Barnsley  was  satisfactory  both  as  to  quality  and  quantity, 

INSEGCTION, 

A number  of  inspections  have  been  made,  and  repairs  to 
leaking  roofs  and  other  defects  remedied  on  the  service  of  informal 
notices. 

The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  have  been  inspected  and  improvements 
carried  out.
